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ANCHORING FENCE POSTS* 



How Cement Can Be Effeotlyoly Used 
to Make Them 6olld. 

My method of anchoring fence posts, 
writes a correspondent of Farm; Life, 
Is aa followa: I uso throe-fourtha Inch 
gas pipe for drill stem with detach- 
nblo bit; also auger for cleaning out 
hole. Drill hole where you want an- 
chor, not less than four feet In com-; 
mon clay ground. 

Discharge one-fourth of a stick of 40 
per cent, dynamite In tho, bottom of

hole, after first throwing In two or 
three double handfula of dirt. Tho 
dynamlto' will malce a nice round basin 
In tho bottom of the hole. You are 
now ready for the ianchor rbd^ and 
Portland cement inado aott enough to' 
run in the hole. Let It stand for ton 
days beforo using.

It Is a slender, 
jot-black insect, usually two-thirds of 
an Inch long, with wings either clear 
or tinged with dusky yellow. - , ; ,. 
It ontera the ground In search of the 
grubs, 'followa them up in their bur- 
rows and lays on the back of each 
grub a single egg, which hatches Into 
a footless maggot-liko larva which adr 
bores to the surface of the grub, punc- 
tures its skin, and «ucks itablood for 
a time, but Anally eats It up. 

These maggots have been known to 
destroy, - under favorable circum- 
stances, tho entire grub population of 
a badly Infested field. Tho method of 
tliia inacct and the main facta of Its 
llfq history have been worked out In 
Dr. Rorbes' Insectary the past two 
years by J. J. Davis and J, A. West, 
from cocoons and Infested grubs sent 
In by B. O. G. IColly from, fields at El- 
Ilcott, III. . ■• .

Thoy Practically Have the Same Feed- 
ing Value Pound for Pound. 

The weight of oats per bushel varies 
from 30 pounds to 50 and even 55 
pounds in some of the western Irrigat- 
ed states. The office of experiment 
stations notes an experiment on three 
pair of Porcheron horsca whlcli wero 
fed light and heavy oats. 

Tho practical results of this experi- 
ment seem to Indicate that pound for 
pound, the light 9a ts have nearly the 
same feeding valiie as the heavy oats. 
Although the heavy oats contain a 
higher percentage of protein, and car- 
bohydrates and a less percentage of 
fiber than tho light oats. It seema prob- 
able that the relative proportions of 
these constituents are such that thoy 
are more easily and thorouglily di- 
gested. 

It should bo remembered that al- 
though the two grades are practically 
equal, pound for pound, thoy aro "not 
equal, quart for quart, and that in fot;d- 
Ing by measure, as Is usual, allowance 
should be made for heavy oats and a 
less portlon^glven. ' "■'■'■' 

Since oats- are bought and adld by 
weight instead of moasuro, there 
seems to be no gain made in buying 
the heavy ottta at an advanced pride 
over the light bats.

However, there 
haa been a wonderful Increnab In' tho 
consumption bf mutton In the past 25 
years. Tho demand f«r mutton Is gen- 
erally very good In the markets and it 
la undoubtedly true that there la a 
great deal of room for oxpanslon In 
producing mutton for the market. The 
supply of wool nowadaya la entirely 
inadequate for tho' demand and the 
price ia very high In comparison. 

Lice on Cattle. 
Lice on cattle indicate lack of atten- 
tion and poor feed. Grease of any 
kind will doBtroy on cattio, but grease 
should not be used if It can be avoid- 
ed. First wash tho animal with kero- 
sene emulsion and follow with clear 
water. When tho skin Is dry dust 
every portion of tho body with a mix- 
ture of a peck of carbonate of lime and 
a bushel of clean, dry dirt If a sin- 
gle animal Is infested with lice, the 
others win soon be In the same con- 
dition unless remedies are used aa 
proventivea.

In several casea an abundance of Us 
cocoons were found In the ground, In- 
dicating an enormous destruction of 
white grubs. No doubt this waap la 
an important ogont In chocking do- 
atructlve uprisings of grubs. 

A little tachlnir'liy Is another para- 
alto of the grub, Tho adult ia a largo 
blacklah-gray fly wltli a general 
resemblance to the common large 
blow fly. Another -parasite ia the 
young of a large, sjender-bodled, dark 
red ichneumon fly. Still another la a 
bee-fly covered with orect yellow fur. 

Mr. West diacovered May-beotlea 
dropping to earth trying to rid them- 
aetvca of adult fllea that wore clinging 
to them and apparently thrusting eggs 
Into tholr backs. Tho effect was tested 
In breeding-cages. Tho^ bee.M/'.B so 
treated lived for some dB9i|gggpi^£n' 
began to die, dipterous maggots being 
found in. tho body. These files wore 
also seen among the May-beetles oh 
tho trees at night. 

Nothing has been done to tost the 
pOBSibllity of collecting and distribut- 
ing parasites, other than those of con- 
tagious diseases, and tho latter subjoct 
has not been worked out to final con- 
clusions. So It Is seen that tho para- 
sites alone offer a largo field for In- 
vestigation with a view to the destruc- 
tion of whlto grubs.

It may 
he made Into little boxes, cutting nar- 
row pieces for sides and ends and held 
together by maple or sugar sirup and 
fllled. with fruit, whipped cream, or 
custard and prettily garnished.

Decorative Salad. — Get a package of 
any kind of dessert Jelly, rod or yel-.

In 
small molds arrange seeded white 
grapes, and pour the warm jelly oyer. 
When cold arrange on lettuce' leaves 
and servo with a nice French dressing.

By This Method Raised Patterns Will 
Not Be Injured. 

For pillow covers with a raised pat- 
tern, place the iron inside the cover 
and Iron the work on the wrong side, 
beginning at the end farthest from the 
opening. • 

The back should be Ironed In tlio 
same way. 

If one side is ironed over tho other, 
tho impression of the work Is trans- 
ferred to tho back of the pillow, and 
at times the color is Imparted In the 
form of a stain. 

Before doing tlie frills of pillows, it 
is advlsablo to pass a hot Iron over the 
seam which joins tho frill to'the cover 
to dry that part, so tlmt no moisture 
may be transmitted to the gathers 
after they are Ironed. 

All art work articles should bo 
folded carefully in strips or squares, 
but no folds should be pressed in, as 
that would spoil the appearance of the 
work. It should then.be aired. 



Loans Show Heavy Increase. ^ 

Oyer $10,000,000 disbursed for new 
loans by IJuilding and loan associa- 
tions In the state of Illinois for 1907 
Is shown In the sixteenth annual re- 
port of State Audlt9r J. S. McCul- 
lough. This disbursement resulted In 
an increase of the loan account of 
$4,254,580.31 or over ten per cent, as 
shown in tho last preceding report. 
It la pointed out that this Increase 
Is significant because the ratio of gain 
is~ greater than in the case of total 
resources, tho Increase of the former 
exceeding the lalter by $200,000, and 
because the loan account Is the most 
valuable resource of a building asso-, 
elation. It carries with it a . corre- 
sponding reduction of less desirable 
items. A recapitulation of the num- 
ber of associations appearing in the 
reports of 1906 and 1907 shows that 
501 associations were reported Decem- 
ber 1, 1906. Fourteen associations 
were incorporated in 1906 and exam- 
ined in 1907. making a total of 515 for 
the year just past Twelve associa- 
tions were dissolved and one liquidat- 
ed and this number deducted from the 
foregoing leaves a total of 5.02, on 
which the report la based. Owing 
to the fact that examinations are not 
made until associations have. been In 
operation for one year, no reports 
of associations Incorporated during 
tlie last year appear in the report. 
There was a total of 25 new associa- 
tions Incorporated during 1907. Six 
associations certified to an Increase 
of capital stock; two reported a 
change of name; eight adopted reso- 
lutions of extensions of durations and 
received the required certificates. 
Thirty-two of the amendments to by- 
laws, submitted to the stato auditor, 
were approved by Attorney General 
Stead. 



Censure State Commlsslonerti. 

A majority report of. the commls- 
slon of the Illinois legislature, which 
was in East St Louis, censured the 
Illinois and Michigan Canal commis- 
sion, and recommend that the mem- 
bers be, removed from ofilce because of 
leases which : they have made and 
which are held by the Economy Light 
land Power company of Jollet, giving 
rights .on the canal which all mem- 
bers of 'the commission say are un- 
constitutional. ,A minority report, 
while not so radical, criticised the 
commission. The majority members 
are headed by Capt. C. S. Hcam of 
Quincy. The others are Dennis J. 
Egan, Chicago, and W, W. GIlleBpIe, 
Savannah; John L. Flannlgan of East 
St. Louis, the chairman, and Chester 
W. Church, Chicago, represent the 
minority. A communication was re- 
ceived by tho body from Gov. Deneen, 
stating that he will make "a written or 
verbal statement on his knowledge of 
the leases.

Salt Rising Bread. 
Two-thirds cup cornmeal, teaspoon 
each of salt and sugar, two-thirds cup 
of new milk, one-fourth cup of water. 
Heat to boiling point, stir In ineal, 
beating thoroughly. Keep In warm 
place. In the morning take teaspoon 
each of salt and sugar and pinch of 
soda, pint of water, and enough flour 
to make a stiff batter. When this be- 
gins to rise beat in a tablespoon of 
flour very gently; let rise again. When 
risen take one quart warm water — • 
more may be used— level tablespoon 
salt, a generous tablespoon sugar, flour 
enough to make a stiff dough; knead 
a few minutes. Make into loaves, put 
Into well greased pans; let rise until 
pan is level full. Bake in a moderate- 
ly hot oven. Bread must be kept 
warm. 



Date Fiuff-Duff, 
Stew a cupful of stoned, dates In wa- 
ter until tender, then put through a 
colander. Mix with a cupful of sugar 
that has been sifted with' a teasppon- 
f ul of cream of tartar. Beat tho 
whites of Ave eggs thoroughly with, a 
pinch of salt, and when perfectly Btlft, 
add tho yolks- of two and whip again. 
Now mix lightly, a little at a time, 
with the dates and sugar, and place In 
a buttered baking dish. Sprinkle over 
tho top one-half cupful flnely chopped 
nuts and bake for 15 minutes. Sor\'e 
with cream, plala or whipped.

Naed of Adequate Hospital Facili- 
ties for Them Is Felt 
by the State.

The future of the Mississippi river as a 
great hiRhway of transportation is threat- 
ened by conditions at its headwaters, 
where, it baa been discovered the rapid, 
cutting; of timber has caused hundreds of 
lakes to dwindle and even to dry up, thus 
reducing the water su pply of the big river 
to the gulf. Steps ore boint? taken to per- 
fect an organization to bring the rapid de- 
struction of the native, forests to a t^top, 
for it takes but tive minutes to cut a pine 
criantthat it would require 100 to 150 years 
to ^row. ThouHunds of t^quaro miles in 
the lake region, from which the Mississippi 
'gets ita supply, are so rapidly being atrip- 
.ped of trees that already the present and 
future flow of the stream is affecteth 
-Engineers and scientists agree that it in 
only a question of time until the natural 
reservoira will have been so greatly reduc- 
ed that the timo of "low water" will find 
the father of waters little more than a 
crooked streak of mud. The remedy rec- 
ommended is the conservation of such tim- 
ber as still stands, particularly that on 
Indian reservations, and the setting aRide 
of a tract of several million acres now un- 
peopled as a permanent reeerve. Under 
the general headof cnnservingtbocountry'H 
natural re-tources. President Roosevelt in 
bis last measnge pointed out the need for 
such a step. In Germany and other Euro.- 
pean countries thu forests for years have 
liecn carefully guarded nffainut such waste 
as now is taking place in northern Minne- 
sota withoht check. Invesligations of the 
ravages which have been in progress in 
the Minnesota forests already prcflajic 
startling revplutions of ruthless waste, by 
overflow waters nt flood water* damp thai 
are never opened, and of illegal lumbering 
in the interior, where the "pine lumber 
trust" holds ahFolute rule, regardless of 
law or the future of the country. 



Sprlngfleld. 111., "",.. ' —Model 
buildings are being oreotetl by the 
state of Illinois In nil tiio olinvU:»ble 
Institutions wherever »t!W structurps 
are to be constructed. For yeara tlio 
state UuR felt the need of adequate 
hoHpitul fncUUios for the cure of the 
phyalcally Hipk. Under the guidance 
of the atntc board of chnrltleft effort* 
Iiave been made to nronse tlie state 
Uiwmnkers to a vecoguitlon of this 
necoaalty. The Inst general nRaoii.bly 
made an npproprtntloii of .^TiO.OOO f;ir 
one of these hospital buildings, which 
Is to be erected nt the Illinois General 
Hospital for the Insane, South Bnrton- 
vlllo. Tlie -contrnct for this hospital 
building has been let nt n cost of 
$41,225. The state architect, W. Car- 
bys Zimmerman, of ChlcHgo, hns drawn 
thb plans, and the building will be 
erected under bis supervision. He 
gives the following doacrlptlou of tbls 
contemplated structure: 

"It cnn be pointed out tlmt the 
building is only ti^'O stories In height, 
malting It relatively easy to reach all 
rooms on ordinary occasions, and mak- 
ing It easy to vacate In case of an 
emergency. It should be noted that 
the bulldlug la of fireproof construc- 
tion, tlie walls and partlUons bolngof 
briclc and tile, the Iloors and ceilings 
of steel beams and reinforced conciote. 
The wards and rooms have nmple glass 
flurfaco.ilnsuring good nntural ventila- 
tion and abundance of direct sunlight. 
Hinged windows with trnusoms, In- 
atend of tlie ordinary sliding windows, 
are provided for, so that the entire 
window space can be tlirowu- open 
when deemed tidvlsnblo. 

"Besides the natural ventilation, n 
hlgh-clnsa power system of ventilation 
Is arrnngod for, Insuring a supply of 
froah warn.' nlr under all conditions. 
■ Wiirds Give Air Space. 
"The wards and rooms are planned 
to be of n size to give tlio full amount 
of the ue:e3sary cubic feet of nlr 
•ipnee. The Holariuras, or sun rooms, 
nt either end of the building, are an- 
other provision to Insure the fullest 
amount of suiillg^t nnd fresh nlr to 
convalescents who cnnuot bo taken 
outside of the building. 

"Quite a complete opcrntlng depart- 
ment Is provided for, and arrange- 
ments have been made to house la this 
building a fully equipped hydro-thera- 
peutic department. 

"An attempt has been made to have 
minor matters of construction conform 
ns far as possible to the latest devel- 
opment In high-class constnictlon. 
Thus special pufns were taken to have 
all surfaces, on the Interior of the 
building as plain and sanitary ns pos- 
sible. All dangerous and mlci-obo: 



breeding corners have been avoided 
and I'outided angles substituted. Even 
the ordinary baseboard Is replaced by 
a single cove, joining the wall to the 
lloor. an easily eleahablo ammgenient. 
without moldings or projections^ to 
gather nnd hold dust or dirt. 

"This nttcu.iit nt siniplc treatment 
has been cariictl out on the trim nnd 
doors. The trim Iuih rounded corners 
nnd llat KUrface, while the doors are 
only a lint piece of wood, without pan- 
elH or moldings of any kind. The Iloors 
In the operating hydro-therapeutic nnd 
toilet rooms nre of high-class sanitary 
vltrlflod tlio, with slmplb cove bnsi'S. 
while the Iloors in tlie wards are of 
selected narrow, cloao-ilttlng hard; ma- 
ple. It was aimed to make the ox- 
torior n simple, direct expression of the 
plan "of. the building;- The walls an; 
faced with prosHCd brick, the roofs of 
tile, and the building corresiionda In 
general appearunco to others at Ujc 
lustltutlon." 

Besides containing the, foregoing de- 
scription, of the hospital building the 
forthcoming bulletin of the state board 
of charities will contain the report' of 
"The Committee on Uniform Curricu- 
lum In the State Hospitals for the In- 
snne." That committee consists "of the 
superintendents of nil the state hospi- 
tals for the Insane, the superintendent 
of the Cook County hospital. Miss M. 
Helena MacMllhin. superintendent of 
tlie rrcrtbyterlnnTYalnlng school; Miss 
Helen Scott Hny, superintendent of the 
Illinois Training- school; Dr. Frnnk 
Billings nnd Miss Julia Lnthrop, of 
the state boord of public c-hnrltles. 
It was nooeasary tlmt a new curricu- 
lum be provided for tlie training of 
nurses In the hospitals for the Insane. 
The committee recommended nnd the 
superintendents agreed that tliero 
should be one year's compulsory uni- 
form training for nil attendants. The 
report of the committee was as fol- 
lows;

"Tlmt one year of training be^com- 
puleory for all nttendnnts nnd that tlio 
regular training begin Oct. 1 and con- 
tinue until May 31 following. 

"Tlmt the 'Handbook for Attendants 
on the Insone' be accepted as the text- 
book for the first year's training re- 
feiTCd to. 

"That all attendants, who enter tlie 
service bo ImmQtilately grouped Into 
small classes nnd Instructed by the 
chief nurse and her nsslstants In the 
general duties of attendants, using as 
an oiUIIne chapter 5 of the 'Handbook* 
already referred to.. Furthermore, that 
when their entrance Into service has 
occurred while the Togidar training 
was In progress, the newly arrived at- 
tendants be required to attend tlio reg- 
ular instructions In the training school 
Immediately after the completion of 
tlio special preliminary training abore 
referre<l to. 

"That the regular first year's train- 
ing consist of 32 lectures, rocltntlons 
and demonstrations, covering tlio sub-

"Organization "as rapidly ns possi- 
ble of genornl hospitals Inside the boa- 
pltals for the Insane. 

"Clear dlfterentlatlon between tho 
ntirRo and the attendant. 

"While a promising attendant may 
be icncouraged to take years of. train- 
ing and to bocomo ultimately a regis- 
tered nurse should she desire, trained 
attonilants as caretakers nnd orderlies 
are n primary essential of the, nursing 
of a hospital for the Insane. They 
Bbouid. be taught elementary nursing 
care and In addition should be trained 
In cinplovlng nnd amusing patients. 
They should be taught' to work and 
play with the patients, not to direct 
tho patients as superiors. 

Need Qciieral UoBpltal Work, 

"The Ideal method of securing nurs- 
ing for large hospitals for tho Insane 
iB doubtless through un Included gen- 
eral hospital of a size nnd character 
ndequate to meet the needs of eadi In- 
stitution communltj-. While such boa- 
pltals can unquestionably he orgau- 
Ized, It win require time and effort 
Such hospitals must bo of tlie highest 
character and able to obtain tlio rec- 
ognition of Uie boiird of registration 
of nurses If they are to Invito Into tho 
hospital service nurses of the saino 
caliber ns those obtnlned by the first- 
rate general hospital training schools. 
A feature of such hospitals must bo 
co-opcratlon .with general hospitals to 
secure for nurses training In courwos 
not possible In hospitals for Uie In- 
banc. In tlie meanwhile the method 
of allillntlon wltli general hospitals 
should be seriously considered, it will 
be alwnvs necessary and It offers nn 
Immediate aid In securing nurses. Such 
allillntlon Is ulrendy In opernllon be- 
tween tihe Nortiiorn Hospltnl for tho 
Insane and the Presbyterian Training 
school. Six nurses have been sont to 
Elgin from the Presbyterian hospital 
In the last few months.

GroBs Impropriety— ^Exaggerating 

Critics of the Navy Are 

Scathingly Rebuked. 

^ya8hIngtoll. — T Proaiaeut Roose- 
yelt's attitude on the question of 
the command of hospital ships In 
the navy, whIcU resulted in' the resig- 
nation of Rear Admiral "Willard R. 
Brownaon and IncidentaUy some caus- 
tic observations pa that Incident ojid- 
the controversies amongthe naval of- 
ficers and their adherents as to details 
of naval construction and methods oC 
training, were made linown Sunday 
■when Secretary Motcalf gave to the 
press two letters from the president 
addressed to him on those subjects. 

In the llrst of these letters, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, without mincing 
words, condemns Ihunmeasured terms 
the act of Admiral Brownsbn, declaim 
liig It to be unaeeinly and improper. 
Scores Browhson'a Action. 

The question as to which Admiral 
Brownson took laauo Tvlth the navy 
department, the president declares, is 
one as to whlcU there can be entirely 
legitimate dltferencea of opinion, but 
he adds; "There Is no room for dif- 
ferences of opinion as to the grosslm- 
proprloty of the admlrars conduct In 
resigning sooner than carry out the 
orders of his superior officers In such 
a matter. The officers of the navy 
must remember that It Is not merely 
childish, but in the highest degree 
reprehensible,, to permit .either per- 
sonal pique, wounded vanity, or fac- 
tional feeling on behalf of some par- 
ticular bureau or organization, to ren- 
der them disloyal to the interests of 
the navy and therefore of the country 
as a. whole." ■ - '■, -■:'-'■ ■- 

Rebukes Exaggerating Critics. 

Regarding the controversies in tho 
navy the president admits there al- 
ways are and always will be defects to 
correct, both- in the construction of 
ships and In the organization of the 
department and in the actual drill of 
the fleet It la well, he says, that 
these defects be pointed out, but It is 
also well that they should be pointed 
out without hysterical exaggeration or 
malicious untruthfulness. He scath- 
ingly rebukes those guilty of exploit- 
ing them In grossly exaggerated form 
In the fancied Interest of an Individual 
or clique of Individuals or for the sake 
of supplying sensational material mat- 
ter to newspapers. 

Because' of so much misrepresenta- 
tion and exaggeration tho- president 
has asked Secretary Metcalf for a 
statement as to the exact facts cou- 
cernlng which there have been dis- 
putes, desiring particularly the opinion 
of Admiral Converse, formerly chief 
of the navigation bureau, who "be- 
cause of- his high professional attain- 
ments and standard of conduct and 
duty the president considers peculiarly 
.fitted to give Judgment. 
t Order as to Hospital Ships. 

Tho president's second letter to Mr. 
Metcalf is an argument to sustain lils 
decision to assign medical ofllccrs to 
the command of hospital . ships. He 
recalls an order of the navy depart- 
■ment of December 12, 1900, made by 
Secretary Bonaparte, ^.'directing that 
^hospital ships be placed, under com- 
mand of a medical officer. Such ships, 
the president thereforo directs, shall 
hereafter, unless otherwise directed 
by congress, bo placed under the con- 
troland command of medical officers, 
their navigation being exclusively con- 
trolled by a competent* sailing master 
and civilian crew,' the sailing master 
having the complete i*epponslbIlIty for 
everything connected with the naviga- 
tion of the ship. 

"Hospital ships should be main- 
tained In peace exactly under tho same 
conditions as in time of wan" declares 
the president. '.'The system has been 
tried in the army, and tried in foreign 
navies, and* has worked without a 
hitch." 



Louisville. ICy. — Although all 
la apparently quiet In the , war be- 
tween the tobacco growers of Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee against the 
American Tobacco company, the de-. 
velopments of Friday have given great 
uneasiness. The town of Russellvllle, 
which was raided by nlghtriders early 
In the morning, was quiet at night, 
but the sheriff and his deputies, tho 
police and the citizens were on the 
alert to prevent any repetition of tho 
outrages. 

It was decided by tho peace offlcprs 
and tho leading citizens In view of the 
Improbability of another raid that the 
governor would not be asked for 
troops. State Fire Morshal Mott 
Ay'rea, however. Is on.hla way to Rus- 
sellvllle and win begin an Immedlato 
Investigation of Thursday night's raid 
which resulted In the shooting of 
three men by the riders, the burning 
of two tobacco warehouses and a 
planing mill and the partial destruc- 
tion of three smaller buildings. Tho 
county Judge and court officials noti- 
fied Gov. Willson that a special term 
of court will be called to consider the 
evidence brought out by tho investiga- 
tion and that extraordinary efforts, 
will be made to apprehend and punish 
the guilty parties. 

The most disturbing news of the 
day, following, as It did, on the heels 
of the Russellvllle raid, was the fail- 
ure of the Burley Tobacco society and 
the chief buyers for the American To* 
bacco company to agree regarding tho 
marketing of the 1907 crop held by tho 
society. The parties met at Winches- 
ter In accordance with the terms of a 
compromise agreement recently 
brought about by Got. Willson. The 
Burley^ men wanted the . company to 
buy 60,000 hogsheads of tobacco from 
them, while the buyers would agree 
to take but 10,000 hoksheads. The 
Burley men consented to sell the 
smaller amount. The tobacco had al- 
ready been inspected and graded. The 
Burley men fixed a minimum price of 
15 cents a pound. The company buy- 
ers refused to give more than 12 
cents.

— The Seaboard 
Air Line Railroad - system was 
put Into the hands of receivers here 
Thursday through the action of Judge 
Prltchard, of the United States circuit 
court, who was hurriedly summoned 
trom Ashevllle, N. C 

Judge Prltchard appointed as re- 
ceivers It. jCancaster Williams of 
nichmond and S. Davlos WarOeld 
of Baltimore. Both men are identlfled 
with banking houses In Baltimore, 
Williams being of the Arm of Midden- 
dorf, ^yilUams & Co., and Warflold 
being president of the Contiaental 
Trust company. Mr. Williams *Is also 
a partner In tho firm of John L, Wil- 
liams & Sons of this city. The bond 
of each was fixed at $50,000. 

Judge Prltchard's decree gives tlie 
receivers Immediate possession of the 
property, which embraces the main 
stem from Portsmouth, Va., to Tampa, 
Fla., with numerous branches to coast 
points on the cast and Atlanta, Mont- 
gomery and Birmingham on tho west, 
a total of 2,382 miles.

MUNCIE'S STRIKE IS BROKEN. 



Cars Run on All Lines, Almost With- 
out Molestation. 

Muncle, Ind. — The backbone of Mun* 
do's mob clement Is broken. Cars 
were run Sunday from early morning 
until dusk over all lines and, with tlio 
exception of a little scattering stone 
throwing on the outskirts, tho cars 
were unmolested, no twltli standing 
they were manned by Imported strike* 
breakers and unguarded as far ns dep- 
uty sheriffs or troops were concerned. 

Maj. Gen. W. J. McKee, In com- 
mand of the troops, takes a cheerful 
view of the situation. He said: 
"Things were much, better Sunday 
and I feel sure there will bo no fur- 
ther outbreaks except those brought 
on by small boys." 



Ludlngton, Mich. — Crazed by Jeal- 
ousy, Leonard Brown, of Grand Rap- 
ids, came here from his home Sunday, 
drove six miles Into the country to 
the farm of Robert' Johnson, whore 
his wifo was staying, and shot the 
woman, wounding her so that she died 
In a few hours. 

■ Brown then flred two bullets Into 
Johnson's body, and tried to commit 
suicide, firing three shots Into his own 
head. None of them will prove fatal, 
however, and Johnson will also re- 
cover from bis wounds. Brown, who 
had not lived with hie wife for two 
years, accused Johnson of breaking up 
his home. 

Easton, Pa. — Frank Smith, son of 
City Comptroller Chester Smith, ^mur- 
dered his wife Sunday and then at- 
tempted to commit suicide. Smith and 
Ills wife had been separated for some 
time. Sunday morning the liusband 
forced" an entrance to the house oc- 
cupied by his wife and her sister." 
After securing a carving knife Smith 
stole to the room occupied by the two 
women and plunged uic weapon into 
his wife's heart, killing her instantly. 

He loft the house and going to his 
father's residence, several blocks 
away, told him of the crime ho had 
committed. The startling Information 
unnerved the. father and before he 
could regain his composure tho son at* 
tempted to kill himself by gashing 
his throat and abdomen. The physi- 
cians say that Smith will recover. Ho 
charged his wifo with Infidelity. 



DAY OF RENT RIOTS. 



Gotham Police Use Clubs and Many

lords and the striking tenants, and 
before tho disorders were quelled by 
the police reserves, which were called 
from several precincts, many com* 
batanta were Injured ;and five were ar-

Tlie police used their clubs freely, 
but there was no way to obtain tho 
number of injured, as they were hur- 
ried away and cared for by friends. 
Tho disorders were general tbrbugh- 
out the affected district 

The moat serious trouble occurred 
on East Eleventh street, wh€re a land- 
lord, who had been unable t6 collect 
rent, ordered his tenants to remove 
the American and socialistic flags 
with which the strikers had decorated 
the tenements. The landlord was 
hooted and Jeered by the tenants and 
other strikers, who were holding a 
moss meeting In the house, and he 
called tlie police. The striking ten- 
ants resented. the appearance of the 
ofllcors and in the clash that followed 
the reserves used their night sticks 
vigorously. Flvo protesting tenants, 
■somewhat battered, were arrested; 
The offending decorations wero re- 
moved. 



New York.— At the close of threo 
court sessions, which marked . the 
first 4ay of the second trial of Harry; 
K. Thaw for the alleged murder of 
Stanford White, nine, tentative jurors 
had. been selected out of 57 talesmen 
examined by District Attorney Jerome, 
for tho" prosecution, and Martin W. 
Littleton, for the defense. 

All of. the men In the jury box nro 
subject to peremptory challenge, of 
which each side has 30. In view of 
the" dimoulty experienced last year In 
dlBcharglng flvo jurors after tbey had 
taken the oath of service. It was

London.— Tho failure of onother al* 
llance of the English nobility with an 
American woman, of wealth became 
public Friday afternoon, when tho 
countess of Yarmouth, who was Alice 
Thaw of Pittsburg, a daughter of Mrs. 
William Thaw and a sister of Harry 
K. Thaw, whose second 'trial for the 
murder of Stanford White will begin 
next Monday In New Yoric city, ap- 
plied to the divorce court for an an- 
nulment of her marriage to the earl 
of Yarmouth. 

The court has ordered that the pro- 
ceedings bo held In camera and the 
papers are being kept secret The 
only Inkling obtainable of the charges 
preferred Is a statement to the effect 
that the nature of the medical evi- 
dence to be given makes a public 
hearing Inadvisable. 

It has been well known for two 
years that the domestic affairs of the 
Yarmouths wore most unhappy. The 
earl's companions and his manner of 
living were- such that he could not 
give his wife the position In society 
she had a right to expect. She sup- 
plied Immense sums to defray her hus- 
band's extravagances, and her friends 
say she has conducted herself with 
dignity throughout the troubles re- 
sulting from tho unhappy marriage 
and her brother's difficulties.

The 
missionaries have my sympathy; .peo- 
ple who work OS they do in a tempera- 
ture ranging up to 160 degrees-are not 
out for a pleasant time., Trylrig'tb ac> 
company them on their rounds nearly 
flhlshed me; hereafter I. prefer; to read 
about their labors In a bookl - 

Accustomed though .tlio American 
be to tho plague as' an occasional hor- 
ror which merely peeps in at one of 
our seaports, It is not congenial to go 
ranging about' the native quarters of 
cities where the deaths from plague 
number more than 200 a day. Yet 
there, lies tho mlaslonary's lot, andJie 
win explain that very; few white per- 
sona die from plague, although chol- 
era exacts a heavy toll. Nobody 
seems to know Just what the plague 
Is; even the natives "have come to a 
hazy realization of the fact that It 
la transmitted by some sort of dirt 
germ. Tlierefore, during plague '.sea- 
son, many natives. may. be seen wear- 
ing shoes and sandals, to avoid cuta 
on their feet through which the plague 
might enter. 

Snakes are a real peril in India, 
some 60,000 persons dying annually 
from snake bite,' A certain missionary 
upon whom I -called had a native 
nurse for each of his two little chil- 
dren; perhaps he thought! looked aa 
If I regarded this as a missionary ex- 
travagance, for he explained that they 
^are.uqt trust a child outdoors for a 
minute blone because of the danger 
from snakes. "Altogether, missionary 
work- In India Is^ot an Hdoenlc cx- 
>perlence— especiaiy aince at some 
place the'mlssIonOTlcs labor for years 
without a convert One British vet- 
eran has had only three converts In 
15 years. At Benares the three strong 
missions average only two or three 
accessions a year.

One of the 
Methodist missionaries at Lucknow 
pointed'* out to mo a young man be- 
longlng'.^o their church, the youngest 
of th're^ sons, whose father never 
earned ■more than eight rupees a 
month Ih his life. All tho boys are 
producifl of tho Methodist school. One 
of th^ Is secretary to the governor, 
and J it are In government employ, 
wIiM^ their places In competitive 
exaRiSntlon; and tho salary, of the 
Tno'st poorly paid is 150 rupees a 
month, or 10 times that of his father. 
This Is tho sort of thing that Is being 
accomplished all over India. 

The Bchools of India are tho crown- 
ing glory of mission work; thoy arc 
the mills of which, manhood and 
womanhood is the flnlahed product 
Of a few of them I shall speak more 
In detail next week. In my final article 
upon India, Thoy are a distinct and 
powerful contribution to tho forces 
which aro creating a modern national 
consciousness In India. 
- One phase of missions to which the 
government contributes Its support, 
financial and otherwise, Is the Indus- 
trial school work. The Indian la 
proverbially unprogresslvo and unin* 
veritlve; the mission schools are teach- 
ing the manual arts and In, modern 
fashion, so that new enterprises for 
tho winning of the livelihood aro be- 
ing created and pld ones revived. 

.For the Christians, be, it understood, 
are practically a caste by themselves 
In most places. They are cast oft by 
their families, friends and co-roilglon- 
ists; and It is necessary that .'Sorae 
means of JllfslUisoS,- hot" dependent 
upoft— q^bborhood favor, -be taught 

em. *Thu3induatrial training has a 
most practical relation to missionary 
success; since not all, nor. In these 
days of great Ingathering, . a very 
large percentage of the native Chris- 
tians can bo employed by the, mission- 
aries In any capacity.: :•' _ 

The powerful social leverage which 
la exerted by female education In n 
land where women are kept "behind 
the curtain," Is almost incompre- 
hensible to one accustomed to the 
liberty of the west, and to the equality 
of the sexes, The missionaries have 
far-slshtodlysetto work to make tho 
very springa of India society Chrla- 
tlan. 



Buys Last Lot on Most Crowded Spot 
on Earth, But Hasn't Collateral. 

"Speaking about tho phenomenal 
value of real estate in tho crowded 
parts of Manhattan Island," said the 
real estate man, "I had a dream last 
night of a place where land was so 
valuable that It made. land here seem 
like acreage- property.

' As fondant Is the-foundatlbn for all 
the fine French candles, a good work- 
ing knowliadge of how to make It la 
essential. Molasses candy can be 
made on a damp day, fondant "never- 
The materials needed are the best 
granulated sugar for the" cream, a 
small quantity of cohfectlbnor'B sugar 
to, be used In the kneading, vegetable 
color pastes tliat can be purchased at* 
any first-class confectloner'B^pr.made 
at home, a little cream*of taftar; and 
then the fllllngs, flavorinEs, nuts, etc, 
that are to bo used in connection with 
.the fondant For flavoring the ordi- 
nary extracts are used, also maraschino 
and other cordials. 

The formula for fondant Is always 
the same; A pound of graulated 
sugar (that Is, two ordinary cupfuls), 
one cupful hot water, and a half tea- 
spoonf ill crearn of tartar. This la tho 
easiest quantity to handle for the ama- 
teur. After a little experience the 
quantity can be doubled, as fondant 
can be made and kept on hand. Put 
the Ingredienta Into a granite sauce- 
pan with an extra heavy bottom, and 
stir over a slow fire until the sugar is 
dissolved, but not a moment longer. 
After It has become a clear sirup stir- 
ring will cause It to granulate. Heat 
rapidly to the boiling point wiping 
gently away with a damp cloth any 
moisture that appears on the sides of 
the pan. If this drops back Into tho 
pan It Is apt to make the Birup gran- 
ulate also. If any scum arises, remove 
It carefully. After cooking ten min- 
utes begin testing In cold water. If It 
wfi! make a soft ball when rolled be- 
tween the fingers It. is Just right and 
must be at once removed from the 
Are. Set aside In the pan in which it 
has cooked to cool. Do not try to 
hasten this by setting in cold water. 
Let It take its time. When cool, not 
cold, begin stirring .energetically with 
a wooden paddle. In a few moments 
It will look cloudy, then whiten and 
grow thick and creamy. When too 
stiff to stir, take In the hands and 
knead like bread dough. There Is no 
chance of overdoing this, for Its light- 
ness depends upon the thoroughncsa 
of the kneading. When quite light 
and creamy It la ready for use, though 
it is better to put away a day, as con-' 
fectloners do, to mellow and ripen. 
Pack In an earthen dish and cover 
airtight with a slightly dampened 
cloth. This win keep for weeks If de- 
sired. 

When Bufflclent- fondant has been 
prepared It la ready for the coloring. 
All colors, extracts and flavors must 
be as concentrated as possible, ^o as 
not to thin the fondant too much. If 
you make your own colorings green 
is made by cooking spinach leaves a 
few moments In a little water. Strain 
and bottle. To obtain, red^ boll one 
ounce powdered cochineal In a cup of 
water for Ave minutes,. then add one 
ounce cream of tartar and a half ounco 
powdered alum and cook ten minutes 
longer. While .hot add two ounces 
sugar and bottled For pink use a few 
drops cochineal or a little cranberry 
Juice, or the pink coloring that cornea 
with some gelatines. For blue, rub- 
Indlgo.in a llttio water on a plate. 
Caramer or chocolate glvo a dark 
brown. The grated rind of a dark- 
skinned orange soaked In a small quan- 
tity of Its Juice, then strained, gives 
yellow, as also tho yolk of an egg. 
Fruit Juices also furnish good color- 
ings for fondant

One pound of white grapes, two eggs, 
two cups of wine, ono dessertspoo: 
powdered sugar, one-half teasppo: 
salt, pinch of mustard. Stew and skli 
the grapes, halve them and remov 
the seeds. Then set on Ice, Beat thi 
eggs very light and add slowly the 
TVlne. Cook In double boiler till thick, 
Btlrrlng constantly. Remove from fire 
and add powdered sugar, salt and 
mustard. Set Immediately In a cool 
place. Serve tho grapes on lettuce 
leaves, with the dressing added at the 
last moment.
